Speaks on Panel 
At P.-T.A. Confab

Attending second annual con­ 
vention of the California Parents' 
Association for Child Care at the 
Municipal Auditorium in Long 
Beach on Saturday from the Haw­ 
thorne Child Qare Center were; 
Mrs. Ann G. Moore, director; 
Mrs. Cora McClellan. Mildred Ol- 
ney, Donna Shoemaker, Mary 
Korff and Agatha Cohee.

Delegates from the 298 Child 
Care Centers throughout Califor­ 
nia were represented.

Burt Levitt, Superintendent of 
Schools. San Francisco, wa* the 
speaker of the morning discuss­ 
ing The Inter-relation of Child 
Care and Public School Problems.

A panel composed of Mrs. Ann 
G. Moore, Director of Hawthorne 
Child Care Center; Miss Mary 
Alice Mallum, Educational Con­ 
sultant, State Department of Ed­ 
ucation; Walter S. Tatum, Direc­ 
tor of San Diego Child Care Cen­ 
ters, discussed "The Organization 
and Programming of a Plan for 
Parents and Teachers to Work 
Together in the Centers.

Betty L. Bachman, Legislative 
Chairman, C.P.A.C.C. gave a 
Summary of Recent Legislative 
Trends and the Hon. Carl Flet- 
rher. member of the assembly. 
California Legislature, told of the 
future possibilities for Child Care. 
He stated that there is sufficient 
need for permanent Child Care 
Centers, that the present program 
is inadequate to meet the needs, 
and that the Child Care Centers 
should be administered1 by the 
State Department of Education, 
that the present law must be 
changed to inrlnde members of 
the armed services now ineligible 
and mothers railed to defense 
work must again become eligible 
for thig type of car*.
